OOYLESTOWN. 


Bucks county has gone Republican. 


Not in wavering, uncertain fashion, but 
with a remarkable majority considering 
the fight on State iiibues. Owing to the 
work of Heist, Democratic candidate for 
Treasurer, the majority of Knight, the 
Republican candidate, was reduced to 457 
votes according to the last estimate, but 
the rest of the ticket received from 800 to 
1200 majority so near as can be detremin- 
ed at hia writing. According to estimates 
made at 10 o'clock Wednesday morning 
with 18 districts out there were indica- 
tions that the majority would be large nnd 
subsequent returns verified it. County 
Chairman Shelly announced in the after- 
noon, after all the districts had been heard 
from, that Knight's majority was 157 ac- 
cording to the figures at bund. Fellman's 
majority may reach 1200 and Penrose, 
Eunsman and Shelly will not be far be- 
h'nd. The explanation of Mr. Knight's 
failure to hold bis own with the ticket is 
found in the fact that Heist, bis opponent, 
was untiring in his efforts to win votes, 
adopting every resource known to the ex- 
perienced politician during his canvass in 
person and by letter. 
Heist would have 


had a larger vote had it not been for the 
trading in Yerkes' favor in the lower end, 
which baa aroused Democratic ire. 


It ie not likely that the estimates given 


will change materially. They show that 
Republicans generally were loyal to the 
ticket. There are indications that Fellman 
will run ahead ot his ticket. On (he Dem- 
ocratic side of the house Heist ran ahead 
of his ticket in a majority of districts and 
Yerkes may have 2000 majority. His vote 
was surprisingly large, and the trading 
helped to swell it. 
Republicans have 


made gains in u majority of districts. From 
the Fourth Ward of Bristol came a genu- 
ine surprise. This ward with A nominal 
Democratic majority of 60 gave Fellman 
a majority of 3 with Knight> about the 
same number of votes behind. Knight's 
majority in his own district was 139. The 
majority two years ago was only 5. 
But 


the great source of gratification to Repub- 
licans is the fact that the county ticket is 
safe. They feel that the result in the face 
of discouraging circumstances shows be- 
yond all question that the party has not 
lost its prestige in the slightest degree. 
That is why the election is regarded as an 
important victory. 


Republicans at the county seat are high- 


ly elated at the result. They feel that 
the party is in good shape for next year 
and that with acceptable candidates it 
will sweep the decks. This is the story 
of the election in brief. Exact majorities 
for all the candidates cannot yet be given. 
Taking everything into consideration Re- 
publicans ha e abundant reason to be 
gratified. Probably the deepest disap- 
pointent is experienced by Judge Yei'kes 
and Allen H. Heist, both of whom expect- 
ed to bo elected. Judge Yerkes was confi- 
dent of victory up to the last hour, but 
can gain no consolation beyond the luige 
otc he received in his own county. 
Before election pedictions constituted

iign. They were of all sorts and based 
ipon every imaginable pretest. 
Same 


Democrats were sure Heist would have BOO 
majority and some Republicans predicted 
hat Knight would have 800 majority. 
Other people predicted Judge Yerkes would 
get from 1000 to 1500 majoritywhile many 
!onbted whether he would run with his 
luket. Between these extremes there were 
'arying estimates, but all conceded that 
he result was mighty uncertain.

eCHLEY INQUIRY NEARLY ENDED 


Mr. Rayner's Closing Argument Was 


Very Touching. 


Washington, Nov. 7. — The climax of 


the Schley court of inquiry came yes- 
terday, when Mr. Hayner, the chief 
counsel for Admiral Schley, concluded 
a brilliant argument of over three 
hours, with peroration so eloquent 
ami impassioned that all within the 
sound of his voice were profoundly 
touched. He pictured the victorious 
sailor suffering as few have suffered 
for three long years while the flres 
of persecution leaped around him, and 
now awaiting the hour of vindication 
in the verdict of the court. 


"And when it comes," he concluded,

The 
pavement in front of the affected residence 
was ropecl off as well as the approaches to 
the rear, and special officers were sta- 
tioned Rt both the front and rear to pre- 
vent inur -88 or egress. 
A large placard 


containing; the announcement of smallpox 
was tack< d on the house, while pedestrians 
who tor the first time since the appoint- 
ment of the Board of Health, rend the 
startling announcement, quickened their 
steps and hurried past an tho further side. 


The afflicted person is a young Rirl, 


Mary Rodgera, age fourteen, who resides 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Rodgera, on West Washington street. 
A 


month or two ago the child had an attack 
of typhoid fever, but when the fever sub- 
sided, her condition was so complicated 
that upon the advice of the family physi- 
cian, she was sent to St. Luke's Hospital, 
Philadelphia. 
A little more than two 


weeks ago she returned home in excellent 
health and spirits. 


Ac a remit of the breaking out of the 


desease, hundreds ot citizens have been 
vaccinated and the doctors have been kept 
busy. The Superintendent of the public 
schools, finding that two children were In 
school, who resided in an adjoining house, 
dismissed them until the danger was past. 
Very fortunately the case is of a mild 
form, and with drastic measures employed 
by the Board of Health, combined with 
the eagerness of the people to take the pre- 
caution of being vaccinated, it Is hoped 
that a spread of the disease will be pre- 
vented. 


Cellars have been dug for the first pair of 
houses on the corner of Pond street and 
Jefferson avenue and work is progressing 
on the rest.

y taeeting of the Public School Board 
was held in the directors room in the high 
school building. Those present were, John 
K. Wildman, Harvey S. Hue, Edward H. 
Foster, W. H. Hall, M. D. Harrison, D. 
A. Barret, Manns McGinley, Doron Green. 


The treasurer reported having received 
he state appropriation 
amounting to 


(4704.44. 
As this is a decrease of over 


>200 under that of last year, and the cause 
s not apparent, the state treasurer will be 
neked for an explanation. 
The treasurer 


further reported that $300 had been re- 
ceived from the delinquent tax collectors 
and $13.75 for the tuition of non-residents. 


The library committee reported that 


the cabinets for the specimens, which had 
ueen presented to the schools bj the Phil- 
adelphia Commercial Museum, at the re- 
quest and through the interposition of 
Captain F. G. Edwards, had been made 
and the specimens received and arranged. 
Pres. Wildman stated that he had written 
letters of thanks to both Captain Edward 
and Dr. Wilson of the museum, expressing 
the appreciation of the board for the very 
useful and highly instructive gift. 
The 


specimens, three hundred in 
number, 


which comprise samples of wool and cot- 
ton, and their manufactured 
products, 


minerals cereals, etc..together with beau- 
tifully mounted photographs of rice fields, 
cocoanut 
craves, and 
scenes 
charac- 


teristic'of different countries, are arrang- 
ed in cases with glass door, presenting an 
artistic appearance to the eye as well as 
beautifying the directors room in which 
they have been placed. 
The collection is 


open for the inspection of the public. 


The Supertendent Miss Louise D. Baggs 


made a verbal report concerning the Insti- 
tute which'was held in the Court House, 
Doylestown, last week, and assured the di- 
rectors, that the teachers had spent a i 
pleasant and profitable week. 


The board at this point entered into a 


discussion regarding the law controlling 
vaccination 
and finally decided 
that 


the teachers should inform the scholars, 
that the law must be complied with anc 
that all scholars must be vaccinated in 
order to remain in the schools. 
No new 


scholars will be admitted unless previous- 
ly vaccinated. 


The treasurer was instructed to notify 


the holdti of the first scries of the school's 
bonds, that a thousand dollar bond woulc 
be cancelled on the first of January, 1902. 


Trie meeting night of the board was 


changed from the first Monday in each 
month to the first Thursday, commencing 
with December meeting. Bills amounting 
to $135.18 were passed and orders paid. 
The supply committee was instructed to 
procure two portable black boards. 
The 


matter of introducing an elementry com- 
mercial course, the taking of which shal 
be optioral with the scholars in the high 
school, was referred to the superintendent 
to investigate and report upon at the next 
meeting.

MOVING MOUNTAIN& 


Great Bodies Are Conilantlr 
Slipping; and Sliding. 


"Tlie mountains are constantly mov- 


ing," was the remark of an officer of the 
Denver and Rio Grande road recently in 
speaking of the great landslides in the 
canyon above Glenwood Springs, Colo. 
"We and from actual experience in main- 
taining tunnels, bridges and tracks in the 
mountains that the mountains are mov- 
ing. It costs a railway passing through 
tbe mountains a great deal of money in 
tbe course of ten years to keep the tracks 
In line, and maintenance of tunnels is 
even more expensive. Drive a stake on 
the side of a mountain, take the location 
with the greatest care and return after a 
few months. 
The stake is not in the 


same location* The whole side of the 
mountain has moved. This experiment 
has often been tried, and in all cases the 
result proves that the mountains are mov- 
ing. The mountains are gradually seek- 
ing the level of'the sea." 


While we do not quite agree with the 


last assertion that "the mountains are 
seeking sea level" there appears no ques- 
tion that local movements are In progress 
in the Itockics, and the observations of 
the railroad surveyor are confirmed by 
those experienced in some of the mines. 
In quite a number of mines located on 
fissure veins oi between highly tilted 
strain or in the vicinity of great falls 
movements have been for a long time ob- 
served and sometimes of so pronounced 
a nature that timbers after • *ew years 
are found so out of place as to require 
a complete new timbering of portions of 
a mine, and these movements do not seem 
to be the result, as in coal mines, of a 
creeping from excavation of material, but 
actual slipping or faulting movements of 
the mountain itself along certain lines, 
especially old fault planes and veins, the 
latter generally occupying fissures along 
fault lines. 


A notable instance is in the mines of 


Smuggler mountain at Aspen, Colo., 
where In some of the deep workings tim- 
bers two feet thick and eight to ten feet 
long placed across the slopes are snapped 
In two like reeds and Ibeir ends broomed 
up by tbe overwhelming pressure and 
slipping movement of the walls. 
The 


ore bodies lie between strata almost ver- 
tically uptilted against a granite moun- 
tain or wall and o bound in faults and 
slipping planes. 
These movements are 


not the result of excavation of tbe ore, 
bat 11 npear to come from a general move- 
ment 11 f the hills slipping or faulting off 
from the granite wall.—Mines and Min- 
eral*.

duelists of France was Maupin, one of 
the performers at the opera. Sernne, the 
famous fencing master, fell in love with 
her and gave her many valuable lessons 
In the art. One evening at a ball Mau- 
pin was very rude to another lady and 
was requested to leave the room. 
She 


replied she would if those gentlemen 
who had espoused the lady's cause would 
Rccompanr her. This they consented to 
do, and after a bard combat she killed 
them all. Then she quietly returned to 
the ballroom. 


But of these affairs no count can be 


made. 
More people bave probably lost 


their lives over some foolish qnibble than 
have been killed in a dozen wars for their 
country's good.
